But then the treasury, acting en- 


tirely according to Jaw, ot course, 
makes its only move to invest Mr. 

It is- 
sues a special United States gov- 
crnriant bond which it deposits in 
the social security fund. This bond 
amounts to saying that the govern- 
ment, having boi rowed and spent 
the money it has collected from Mr. 
Sullivan's secretary, will, in the fu- 
ture, when she is sixty-five, pay 
her back that money with interest. 


How will the government, forty- 


five years hence, pay her back that 
money with interest? Where will it 
get the money from? It will get it 
from taxes. So what has happened 
is this: Mr. Sullivan's secretary is 
taxed 35 cents a week in 3937 and 
will be taxed that much for forty- 
five years. Those taxes

spent like any other taxes. In 1982, 
when she is old enough to be pen- 
sioned, the government will be un- 
der contract to levy taxes to pay the 
principal and interest on its own 
bond in order that that bond will 
provide her with a pension.

Sullivan is Indignant 
About this Situation 


Mr. Sullivan is indignant and says 


that if any private citizen or insur- 
ance company did what the govern- 
ment is doing, the private citizen 
would go to jail "quickly and for a 
long time."

For the government is acting 
according (o law. The law was de- 
bated over a considerable period of 
time and enacted by 
the

whelming votes of both parties. It 
i"; not fair to imply, therefore, that 
the administration has conspired to 
commit "a crime." The law itself

law is that it is based on a well 


But when a community "saves" 


collectively by handing over some 
part of every one's income to the 
government—that is to say, if it 
takes out of private incomes more 
than it spends—all that happens is 
that in 1937 that much less wealth 
is demanded, and therefore 
that 


that much less wealth is produced. 
There is in 1937 less work and less 
consumption. In 1982 there will bd 
more demand and therefore more 
work will have to be done to sup- 
ply it. But no wealth is being stor- 
ed up now to supply the demand 
in 1982. No one is putting canned 
food and shoes and doctors and 
moving picture films in a store- 
house to be used when Mr. Sulli- 
van's secretary is old enough to 
need her pension.

Federal Budget is, 
In Fact. Balanced 


For that reason the billion dollars 


which the government is collecting 
under the social security act arc 
in fact, and can be nothing but, 
just a billion dollars of income tax 
on employees and employers. They 
are current revenues. They are .o 
substantial that they make it un- 
necessary for the government to 
borrow new money from the banks 
to cover its current deficit. 


The New York Times argues that 


it is a mistake to say, as I did 
recently, that for this reason the 
"real" federal budget for this year is 
in fact balanced. It says that "those" 
funds are supposed to he held in 
trust for the men and women who 
have paid the taxes.'' I know. But 
in what kind of trust are they held? 
In a trust which promises that new 
taxes will be levied in the future to 
pay off the bonds that the govern- 
ment is now depositing in the trust 
funds. 
It may be, therefore, that 


future budgets will be unbalanced. 
I think they well may be. But by 
the test of whether current re- 
venues exceed current expenditures 
this budget is balanced in fact.

"Government Cannot 
Save Money for Future" 


This hocus-pocus results from a 


failure to realize that while private 
individuals can save money for the 
future, a government representing 
the whole community cannot save 
money for the future. When an in- 
dividual saves, he does not spend 
his whole income noxv and he re- 
serves the right to go 
into the 


market and demand goods in the 
future: he saves pieces of paper 
which will in that future enable 
him to buy at the prices then pre- 
vailing whatever he can then afford 
to buy.

THE PLANNING BOARD FINDS 


AX EVIL 


The Wisconsin State Planning Board 


•upon a careful survey of Wisconsin cities 
•finds that they cover too much land for 


_ their population. It concludes that serv- 
ing this land, which is so useless for mu- 
nicipal purposes with sewers, lights, pav- 
ing, water and sidewalks spells ultimate 
wastage on a big scale. 


All this is true, and so startlingly true 


'that the board has overlooked a great 
opportunity by not providing the people 
with a suggestion in the way of a remedy. 


To say, as does the board, that great 


amounts of money could be saved "by 
increasing municipal areas only as would 
"be adequate to provide for anticipated 
future population growth," is theorizing 
'above the clouds and remaining untouched 
by realities. 


Cities'have too much area for just one 


reason—people did not build in the direc- 
tion anticipated when the city was laid 
out. 
After a city has prospered fairly 


well and extended its long avenues of 


- homes and it still finds an excessive quan- 
tity of agricultural lands within its bor- 
ders there should be an immediate reme- 
dy, a remedy at once cheap, just and 
practical. 
But there is no remedy that 


__ qualifies in such a manner as to return it 


to an adjoining township without pro- 
tracted squabbles and needless expense. 


Then there is the opposite evil, the 


^ city extending itself by building into ad- 
* jacent townships where all the service of 


a city from high schools to public utili- 


* ties of every kind are demanded. 
But 


when a remedy for this palpable evil is 
sought it is found to be sufficiently un- 
workable or unsatisfactory that it is sel- 
dom employed. 


Whether land should belong within 


-the limits of a city or without should be 
, made dependent upon whether in fact it 


is being used for all city purposes or 
whether it is still available for garden- 
ing or other agricultural uses. 


The Wisconsin Planning Board could 


••aid materially if it sought to set up in 
Wisconsin a new statutory standard by 
which agricultural lands were returned 
-to townships, and township-built-up blocks 
wore brought within the corporate limits 
of the adjoining cities. 


Today all Wisconsin municipalties face 


long drawn out battles on all of these 
controversies, sometimes based on good 
faith, though short-sighted, convictions, 
often turning on the feeling of a tavern- 


, keeper over how he will be treated under

' hinging upon a dust storm of rumors deal- 


ing \\ith feais, threats and prejudices. 


strated with any great degree of satis- 
faction. Certainly the present stock mar- 
ket with a 55 per cent, margin required 
is a different thing from the bucketshops 
of the pas>t with a 3 per cent margin. 
When security holders clutter the mar- 
ket with their certificates merely because 
business does not improve every day they 
are acting with the same instability ex- 
pected from a routed army in furious re- 
treat. 


If a local man buys a local stock and 


finds thereafter that the business of the 
concern in which he is interested is off 
he doesn't throw the stock in the gutter 
or seek for a purchaser at any price, but 
reasons with himself very correctly that 
no company ever moves constantly for- 
ward, and bides his time for a better day. 


Yet when that same man has the same 


suit of security located in Pennsylvania 
or California and a rumor comes down 
the wind that it has closed some of its 
s>hops because business is poorer he is 
likely, for some unaccountable 
reason, 


to wire brokers to dispose of his interest 
at any price. Hundreds of thousands of 
such wires make a stock market panic. 


The Administration's effort to save the 


country from these debacles in a highly 
praiseworthy one. 
Its diagnosis of the 


cause as bloated margin trading, when 
that is but one of several causes, led 
it to adopt hurtful rules. But the sort 
of experimentation that is aimed at rid- 
ding the country of the ills of this plague, 
this periodic menace, is the sort of exper- 
imentation which we should all encourage 
and support. 


Every day in this country several hun- 


dred million dollars worth of securities 
are sold by lawful owners in the ordinary 
course of trade to legitimate buyers. It 
will be seen that this stream of commerce 
is quite an indispensable adjunct to the 
sort of business freedom or elbow room 
that makes for easier commercial trans- 
actions whereas congealed ones slow down 
activity,in every direction. 


Necessarily experimentation 
must be 


indulged in if we are ever to succeed 
in maintaining a stability in these se- 
curity transactions that will remain a 
constant stabilizer of all our other busi- 
ness activities. 


But it is still a fair question why SEC 


makes a 40 per cent cash payment neces- 
sary to the stock buyer when such is not 
the ordinary business transaction in any 
other field.

40 per cent were cut to 20 we would ap- 
proach nearer to the normal.

Perhaps the young man's thoughts 


were bitter as he walked toward 
England's largest city. There was 
reason for him to be unhappy over 
bavins: to leave his home town. He 
was only '22 years of age. however, 


and he may have felt better when 
his mind turned to the future. 


After arriving in London, he ob- 


tained work. Legend says he held 
horses for people who drove to the 
theaters which 
were outside the 


city limits. 


Before long, 
Shakespeare 
was 


given work inside a theater. His 
first task was to act as a prompter. 
He whispered words to actors who 
forgot their lines. 


At a later time, he was allowed 


to take part in plays. Queen Eliza- 
beth saw him on the stage, and he 
was one of the actors invited to 
give plays in the queen's palace at 
Greenwich. 
More important was 


Shakespeare's part in changing the 
lines of plays. He put old plays to- 
gether in a new way—with 
the 


hope that the audience would like 
them better. 


As years passed, he wrote plays 


of his own. They were acted on the 
stage, and were very successful. 


Millions of people living today 


have studied Shakespeare's plays. 
They are looked upon as the great- 
est in the English language. 


Among the famous works of 


Shakespeare are "Hamlet" "Mac- 
beth," "Midsummer Night's Dream." 
the "Merchant of Venice," and 
"Romeo 
and 
Juliet."

Lhese have been produced as talk- 
ing-pictures.

full and to say that although an 
address engraved or printed on the 
face of the envelope has always 
heretofore indicated a business or 
professional letter. I can find no 
valid reason why this custom may 
not be changed. As a matter of 
fact, customs that are found to be 
hampering always are changed. 
Little by little they are adapted to 
changing needs. This is proper of 
course when such changes are not 
made at the expense of any of the 
fundamental qualities of ethics or 
good taste. Considering this detail 
of putting every address in the left- 
hand upper corner of the face of 
the envelope, it seems to me that 
it would be time-saving not only 
for the post office, but lor all busy 
people who now have to stop like 
the clerk and look on the back for 
the letter they may be in haste to 
find.

of the stove, offending the eye and

space

barking toes in the dark and dirty- 
ing the floor continually. 
I also 


had some narrow escapes

The menace to 
my 82-year old mother was still 
greater. The new box is the single 
greatest improvement I have made 
in trailering paraphenalia.

travelers say they would prefer to 
use the step box for vegetables or 
for rubbers, etc.

BUILDING THE DUCK BLIND

UILD your duck blind to match 
its surroundings as nearly as 
possible. That is the first rule 


of veteran wildfowl hunters. 
.Wild ducks arc not over supplied 
with brains and are not notoriously 
suspicious of the hunter's layout. In 
fact on days when they are decoy- 
ing readily they will pitch down in 
front of almost any kind of a hmsy 
shelter, even if it is so poorly con- 
structed 
that the 
outlines of a 


crouching hunter 
can be 
seen 


through it plainly. 


They're not always in a mood to 


decoy in that fashion, however, and 
in general a needlessly conspicuous, 
poorly located blind does less than 
nothing 
to 
help 
the 
hunter's 


chances.

On wooded or brush-grown ponds 


a brush blind is best If you can get 
willow brush or some other kind 
with the leaves still clinging to the 
twigs it makes the building of the 
blind quicker and easier. 


If bare brush must be used, how- 


ever, it is easy to fill up the spaces 
by weaving in grass, rushes, weeds 
or some other material. 


One of the most satisfactory types 


of duck blind I have ever seen is 
commonly used on a small lake in 
the Middle West. The lake is heav- 
ily grown up with wild rice. Local 
hunters weave bundles of the rice 
straw into ordinary chicken rnesh, 
roll up a length of the chicken wire, 
load it into their duck boat and 
slake it in place around the boat 
when they are ready to hunt 


The duck blind should be built 


high enough that the hunter can 
hide behind it without difficulty but 
not high enough that he has diffi- 
culty in seeing over it. 
Rushes, 


brush or other material used in its 
construclion rhould be left untrim- 
mcd around the lop. Ducks are far 
more suspicious of a blind Irimmed 
off squarely. The loose, uncut fringe 
of brush or grass has a natural ap- 
pearance and helps to hide the head 
of the hunter as he watches for in- 
coming birds. 


For big open waters a raft blind 


is often the most practical lypc. It 
is easily made by fastening two logs 
together at the ends, wide enough 
apart to allow a duck boat or skiff 
to be pushed into place between 
them. If they arc fastened together 
with deals nailed on the under 
sides, the boat will slide over these 
cleats. 


A framework of stakes and chick- 


en wire is then built up around two 
sides and one end of the raft, and 
grass, rushes or brush is woven
